COTTON ACREAGE 
SHOWS DECREASE 


Commissioner Hudson Issues 
June Crop Report 


Reduction in the Georgia Acreage Is 
Small, But It is Reduced—Con- 
dition of Crop Below Aver- 
age—Condition and Pros- 
pect of Other Crops. 


The June crop report of the state de- 
partment of agriculture, the first to be 
issued this year,- was given out yester- 
day by Commissioner of Agriculture T. 
G. Hudson, who has compiled the figures 
from reports made to the department by 
some 750 correspondents in all parts of 
the state, averaging five from each 
county. 

Care was taken to secure information 
from the most reliable sources, and the 
letters asking for this information. were 
sent only to those known to. be posted 
on the situation in their respective coun- 
ties and sections. 

The result is a carefully prepared report 
on crop conditions in Georgia which 
Commissioner Hudson considers is ap- 
proximately accurate, 

The Cotton Situation. 

The reports from these 750 correspon- 
dents show a decrease rather than an itn- 
crease in.the cotton acreage in Georgia. 
the decrease is slight, however, amount- 
ing to | per cent. The acreage planted 
this year is estimated to be 99 per cent 
of that planted last. year, when, as {Is 
well-known, there was a considerable re- 
duction as the result of tne campaign of 
the Southern Cotton Association. The 
average time of planting the cotton crop 
this year was ten days later than. in 
1905. As the result of cold weather and 
Other influences -it was necessary this 
year to replant fully 12 2-3 per cent of the 
crop. The condition and prospect of cot- 
ton as compared with. last year is care- 
fully estimated at 85 per cent. 

The reports show a slight Increase in 
the uSe of commercial fertilizers under 
cotton, the amount this year being put 
at 104 per cent of that used in 1905. The 
percentage of thé total area in cotton 
which is fertilized is 94 per cent, and the 
percentage of commercial fertilizers used 
under other crops than cotton this year, 
as compared with last year, is 98 2-3 
per cent, 

Condition of Other Crops. 

The condition of the other large crops 
grown in Georgia is shown by the June 
report to be as follows: 

The acreage of corn as compared to 
last year is 100 per cent, or in other 
words, the acreage

time is 96 per cent, and the planting |
